BACK TO JAIL 

Eugene Debs and the Other Offi- 
cers of the A. R. U. 



Report Themselves for Removal to 
Prison to Serve the Remainder

Caicaeo, June 12 — President Debs, 
of the A. K. U., entered the office of 
United States Marshal Arnold at 11:20 
Tuesday morning- and reported himself 
for removal to jail, to serve the re- 
mainder of his year's sentence for con- 
tempt of court. He told the marshal 
that ho expected to have left his 
home in Terre Haute Monday night, 
>ut he found several personal and A. 
R. D. matters demanded his attention. 
He aaid he was prlad to know he and 
nls colleagues were going to spend 
their "vacation," as he called it. In the 
Woodstock (111.) jail, where they ha 
previously been. 

"At a matter of coarse, it's disagrei 
able," he added, "but I have become 
phllosophioal. By the authority vested 
In me I have appointed Frank W. 
Phelan, of 8t Louis, an ex-conductor, 
to act as president of the A. B. U. dur- 
ing my absence. He will go to St 
Paul next Monday to meet President 
Hill, of the Great Northern, in regard 
to the reinstatement of the A. R. U. 
men. and I am confident that there will 
be no strike on that account, in view o' 
the agreement Mr. Hill made with us.' 

Messrs. Kelliher, Rogers, Elliott, 
Burns, Hogan and Goodwin, the other 
A. R. U. officers and directors who are 
nnder sentence with Debs, reported to 
the marshal Tuesday. They will re- 
turn to the custody of the marshal at 
4 p. m., excepting Howard 
and be token to Woodstook 
the 5 o'clock train. The marshal 
will accompany them. He received a 
telegram from Judge Woods instruct- 
ing him to take Howard to the Geneva 
or Jollet jail, and he will be token to 
the latter Tuesday night. Phelan, the 
acting president, is the aggressive A. 
R U. man wno was sent to jail for six 
months last year by Judge Taft, at 
'Cincinnati, for contempt of Court the 
same aa Debs, et al.
